THE TRAYA WHARVES AND PIBHS BILL. 


His Excellency said the Attorney Gene- 
ral had o statomont to make, with regard to 
the further postponement of the Praya 
Wharves and Piers Bill. 


Tho Attorney Goneral stated that he had 
had an interview with Mr Belilios and Mr 
Dunby, and it appeared that nearly all the 
wharf and Pier ownors wore willing that Mr 
Cooper and Mr Danby should arbitrate upon 
their claims, It was thought that arbitration 
would suffice, but now two of the Wharf 
owners who did not come in under tho 
achemo st alt and did not sign the agree. 
meat under the Praya Ordinance raised the 
question whother thoy had any claim for 
u share of the $180,000. Ho had gona 
into the matter, and come to the opinion 
that they wore ontitled te receive a part of 
the compensation granted to the wharf 
and pier uwners, As regarded one other, 
and only one other wharf owner dif- 
ficulty had arisen io this way. It was 
a amall pier and it was a very few 
hundred dollars that was asked ss com- 
pensation for it. but the estate bad 
bven administered by the Court and several 
persons were interested in the money that 
would. be received under the Ordinance.’ 
Some of these persona were infants and he 
had seen Mr Bruce Shephard, who was ad- 
minisirator or receiver of the: estate, and 
that gentleman enid ho was not in a posi-" 
tion, therefore, to assent to any deed, not 
having power to do so, to bind the infants. 
In that state of things, it ceemed.to the 
Attorney Gederal to have some Ordinance, 
bat he was sanguine that between this and 
the next westing of Council he would be 
able to modify the Bill so as to bring 
in two arbitrators instead of one 
who might settle the- amount in the 
firat instance, It the owners were satisfied 
with the amount aottled there would be no 
occasion for litsgation, or they would make 
provision for appeal, It would be_neces- 
sary ta make similar modification in the 
Bill ‘80; a8 to clothe the arbitrstors with 
powers in order ‘that their award, subject to 
appeal, ¥duld be binding- onal! parties, 
including infants whose non-consent might 
caulas aime trouble. He supposed aa there 
was to be an arbitrator in addition to Mr 
Cooper thit sume fee would be charged. 
He did net know that any funds had been 
providud for costs of arbitration, and 
he ‘suggested that acy ‘costs. should 
come out of thé $180,000, which seemed 
to be the oly fund available, 

‘His Excellency sgroed to postpona the 
second reading of the Bill. As there was 
-very littla business boforo the Council, His 
Excellency did. not.think there would be 
any nagessity to meet thin day fortoight. 
The Senjor Unofficial Member thought that 
this day month would do, and His Excel- 
lonoy concurred with that. .

sompelled to uso the same room, a 

6. The necessity for introducing the 
separate system generally has been free 
quently urged, and I would most strongly 
regommend its adoption. At present from 
the time priconere are locked up in the 
evening dotil they are unlocked in, the 
morning and again during the officers’ meal 
hours, itis impossible with a limited staff to 
exercise proper supervision io the corridors so 
as to prevent prisouers oommuctoating with
